Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 line 7 recites the term "it", which is indefinite since a number of elements precede 
this term (e.g. support means, string, etc.). 

Claim 6 line 2 recites the phrase "they are comprised in", which is confusing and awkward. 
Examiner would suggest replacing the phrase "project out of with the phrase -project outward 
from-, and deleting the phrase "they are comprised in" altogether. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gupta (USPN 
5,931,622). 

In reference to claims 1-10 , Gupta discloses a strip (70) of fasteners (figure 3) for a 
fastening apparatus with a loading device (figure 10) intended to take the strip (column 1 lines 52- 
58), each fastener (60) comprising a shank (64) pointed at one end (66) and bearing a head (62) at 
the other end, the fasteners (60) being engaged respectively via their shanks (64) in guide pegs (72) 
joined together into a string (70; figure 1), the strip (70) being characterized in that at least one of 
the guide pegs (72) at the end of the string (70) comprises support means (74) and two symmetric, 
transverse lugs (87) extending transversely to the overall plane of the strip (70). 

Gupta further discloses that the strip of fasteners (70) is structured for use in an fastening 
apparatus with a weight intended to be propelled along a bore (220) to drive a fastener (60) of a 
strip of fasteners (70), characterized in that the bore (220) in which the weight is intended to be 
propelled and which is intended to receive the fasteners (60) with its guide peg (70) is provided with 
a grove to accommodate the support means of the fasteners (60; column 3 lines 4-11).
